Missouri Farmers Coming 


As many farmers from Missouri 
have already settled in the Gleichen 
district and proving a fine clase of 
farmers, the following dispatch from 
Omaha, Neb,, will be read with in- 
terest:— , 

The great exoduc of farmers out of 
the trans-Missouri country into Weat- 
ern Canada which was in full swing 
in 1914, and which was checked by the 
outbreak of the war, is again getting 
under way, according to a recent state- 
ment made by W. V. Bennett, who is in 
charge of the Canadian Government 
land office here. Mr. Bennett asserts 
that the eheapness of land offered in 
the Dominion is responsible for some 
of the best farmers and citizens of 
Nebraska leaving the state, and since 
the beginning of the year they have 
been crossing the international boun- 
dary in a steady stream. In short, 
its 
pre-war attractiveness to farmers from 
the Central Western States. 

The Canadian Government’s land 
office has been fumctioning in Omaha 
under the management of Mr, Bennett 
since 1896. In that year 16 farmers 
with very apparent misgivings stirred 
out of the Missouri valley and pro- 
ceeded to Western Canada provided 
with round trip tickets by Mr. Bennett, 
Incidentally the return tickets were 
not used. Since then the stream of 
farmers has poured continually out of 
the Missouri valley into Western 
Canada until 1915, when the war 
sounded a death knell to emigration 
from the United States to the Do- 
minion, % 


According to Mr. Bennett's recent 
statement, In the firat three months of 
1920 almost as many settlers from the 
trans-Missour! country have gone to 
Canada as went in 1919, when 498 
emigrants applied for certificates, The 
value of the goods taken by the con- 
tingent last year was $1,050,000. Dur- 
ing the first three months of this year 
033 settlers applied for certificates at 
the Omaha office, and took with them 
to the Dominion $1,094,030. 

Mr, Bennett has kept an accurate 
account of the men and millions move- 
ment through the Canadian land office, 
At least 50 per cent, more men and 
millions have gone frem this terfttory 
in the last 24 years than passed 
through the Canadian land office, but 
no account is taken of this movement. 

In the 24 years the Omaha office has 
been open. 44,856 settlers applied for 
certificates to Canada, The value of 
goods taken out of the United States 
by this number amounted to $49,919, 
205, Practically none of these have 
come back to the United States, so far 
as can be ascertained, 

The year 1912 was the big year in 
emigration from this district to West- 
ern Canada. When the war started 
the exodus was at Ite highest, but hos- 
tilities checked it. In 1912 emigrants 
numbering 4,463 applied for certifi- 
categ at the Omaha office, and their 
valuables amounted to $5,165,435, The 
following year fewer applications were 
filed, but the amount of money pos- 
sessed by them was larger, In that 
year the number of emigrants was 
8,529, and their gosessions worth 
$5,512,395. 

Then emigration ceased with the 
outbreak of the war. In 1915 but 732 
crossed the border through the Omaha 
office, taking with them $1,509,360, 
which was practically the last move
